Once planted they need no further care, and will bloom and increase for 
years. They prefer a sunny, sheltered location and should not be watered 
during the summer. Their grace and charm endear them to everyone, 
and their popularity is increasing. 

ACUMINATA. Long, very narrow tapering petals end in a thread-like 
point. The long flower is yellow streaked with orange-red. One of the 
most unusual and distinct species.
